Drawings 

New corrected drawings in compliance witli 37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in tliis 
application because the drawings do not include reference numeral "204" as described 
in the specification (See preliminary amendment to the specification filed 02/26/2004). 
Applicant Is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside 
the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. 
The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest a product comprising a 
catalyzed foam filter and a wall flow filter combination wherein the wall flow filter 
circumferentially surrounds at least a part of the catalyzed foam filter and wherein the 
exhaust gas flows through the foam filter and then a space between the foam filter and 
the wall flow filter and then the wall flow filter wherein the product is constructed and 
arranged to convert NO in engine exhaust to NO2. 

Specifically, US 6808688, teaches a filter configuration substantially similar to the 
claims (fig. 1 ; col. 3, line 60-col. 4, line 22). However, '688 fails to teach, and Indeed 
disparages, the use of a catalytic foam filter (col. 2, lines 35-50) in the filter 
configuration. Therefore, it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time applicant's invention was made to combine the filter configuration of 
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claims 22, 30, 40, or 43 with a catalyzed foam filter without the benefit of applicant's 
disclosure. 

Additionally, it is noted that an obvious type double patenting rejection is 
prohibited with regard to US 6770252 which issued from parent application 09/996,850 
as the claims filed in the present application were restricted from claims ultimately 
allowed in the parent application. MPEP 804.01 .

A 
first catalyst is carried by the foam to promote the conversion of NO in the 
exhaust from the diesel engine to NO2. The first catalyst also promotes the 
reaction of NO2 with at least a portion of the carbon-based particulates 
trapped by the foam to form CO and NO. The first catalyst carried by the 
foam also promotes the oxidation of CO to CO2, and the oxidation of NO, 
generated by the reaction of NO2 with carbon, to generate additional 
amounts of N02.~
